Drive. When Vicki found that the fire 
existed on the second floor, she immedi- 
ately went to this floor, opened the window 
and threw the mattress out of the window 
to the ground. This occurred before the 
firemen arrived. By the quick thinking and 
immediate action taken by Vicki, a more 
serious fire was averted. 


Vicki Johannides lives at 3727 Delta 
River Drive, and she is the daughter of 
Francis and Mildred Johannides. She is 
a student at Sexton High School.

Vicki with a citation.

A Special Meeting of the Housing Com- 
mission was called to order by President 
Owen at 1:35 P.M.

Mr. Cavanaugh had been invited to the 
meeting to give an opinion on the Housing 
Commission’s present and future status in 
connection with the Jolly-Cedar Turnkey 
Project, The City Attorney reviewed the 
background of the Project including the 
ruling of the Circuit Court which enjoined 
the City from going any further with the 
Project and the Housing Commission was 
instructed to take a “hands-off” policy and 
not actively engage in any further progress 
in regards to the Project. Judge Fox’s rul- 
ing reversed that ruling and enjoined the 
City not to hold a Referendum and also 
directed the City to do whatever was re- 
quired to proceed with the Project, 


The City Attorney indicated that the 
Counci] has requested that a Transcript be 
ordered for their study and that a “Motion 
of Intention to Appeal’? be filed. At the 
present time no “stay of proceedings” has 
been issued and the Housing Commission 
was instructed that it can proceed with 
the Project under the current ruling. 


Several questions were directed to the 
City Attorney and Mr. Brown regarding 
how changes in density, site plan, building 
lay-out, etc. could be handled and what the 
results might be. 


Question: Is the Commission legally en- 
joined to proceed with the proposal as 
originally submitted? 


Answer: Yes, if the Developer still de- 
sires to, since the City is bound not to do 
ae to impede the Dveloper’s efforts to 
build, 


It was explained that any drastic changes 
might require another hearing before the 
Planning Board (Zoning) and any changes 
would have to be made by the Developer. 


The City Attorney was thanked for his 
attendance and excused from the meeting. 


A general review of the Developer’s in- 
volvement with the project was given by 
the Director: 


1. Developer came in with a written pro- 
posal without prices with an understand- 
ing that the Architect (Mr. Salk) would 
bring in the prices. 


2. Site approval was obtained from the 
Chicago Office. 


3. Site approval and rezoning approved by 
the Planning Department and Board, 
and City Council. 


Question: What is to prevent the Hous- 
ing Commission from proceeding with the 
Project from the point before the in- 
junction?

DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


1. Conference in Chicago concerning Ap- 
praisal prices of Mich. 58-10 attended by 
Assistant Director. 


2. Report of visits from Federal Repre- 
sentatives who are reviewing and revising 
accounting procedures. 


Explanation of new procedures and 
methods of consolidating all project ac- 
counts given by Accountant. Accountant 
has been instructed to employ a C.P.A. to 
assist in the reconstruction of ledgers and 
bring them more in line with revised Fed- 
eral procedures. 


Concern about added work load was ex- 
pressed by Commissioners. After books 
have been set up, an evaluation will be 
made to see what, if any, mechanical help 


is needed. Compensation for extra time 
agreed to by Chicago. 


Concern was also expressed about break- 
ing even on projects and what happens if 
rents do not cover costs of projects. Ex- 
planation was given of how the Annual 
Contributions Contract works.

PROJECT REPORTS 


1. Mich. 58-1 (Leased Housing )—- 92 
units under lease.

58-4 (Acquisition)--Two units 
being framed in. Bank would like a weekly 
report on adherence to specifications.

Chairman Kauffman extended the thanks 
and appreciation of the Fire Board and 
the members of the department for the 
honor accorded the Lansing Fire depart- 
ment, and expressed the hope this would 
become an annual event.

He commended the work of the 
three firemen: Lee Sawdy, David Aben- 
droth and Roy Zigler, that in all probabil- 
ity saved Miss Landis life. Deputy Chief 
Joseph Burtraw was the chief officer on 
the call. 


Chairman Kauffman presented a letter 
submitted to him by Chief Husby of the 
Police Department: 

To: Chief Derold W. Husby 
From: Sergeant Robert E. Moss 


On May 2nd at about 10:15 P.M. Fire 
Department Ambulance No. 40 responded 
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to the Capitol City Airport West Ramp re- 
garding a female who was injured from 
a moving aircraft propeller, Firemen D. 
Abendroth and R. Zigler were riding in the 
ambulance. Deputy Chief Burtraw and 
Fireman Sawdy also responded. 


All these men are to be commended for 
their efficiency in the way they handled the 
situation; but in particular, Fireman 
Sawdy, who took charge of the first aid of 
the injured person. He immediately reached 
into the gaping wound, stopped the bleeding 
and then held it all the way to the hospital. 


It seems to me that the City of Lansing 
is fortunate to have men like Fireman 
Sawdy on the Fire Department, who is so 
highly efficient in an emergency situation. 
He is a credit to his department in the 
highest sense. I submit this information 
to you for whatever action you may wish 
to take. 


Commissioner Berniece C. Salerno, Chair- 
man of the Personnel Committee, submitted 
the following related communication from 
Chief Victor Space: 


I am recommending a unit citation to the 
members of our department that participat- 
ed in the emergency May 2, 1969 at the 
Capital City Airport where Miss Nancy 
Landis stepped into the propeller of an 
aircraft. 


I also am recommending for your con- 
sideration a personal citation to Fireman 
Lee Sawdy for his quick thinking and im- 
mediate action in pinching the artery and 
stopping the flow of blood from the wound 
infllicted by the propeller on Miss Nancy 
Landis. 


I have been informed by hospital person- 
ne] that Miss Landis could have died, or 
could have lost her leg, if it hadn’t been 
for Lee Sawdy’s actions. 


I wish at this time to give credit to the 
outstanding training that is given on this 
type of emergency by our Training Divi- 
sion.

1. Since the time that Jolly-Cedar has 
been tied up in court, there has been 
the construction of elderly units at 
South Washington, 40 elderly units at 
Waverly-Grand River and the proposed 
units at Ionia-Seymour. 


2. That at the present time the Commission 
does not think there is as great a need 
for elderly units as there is for family 
units, therefore, if we were to construct 
a project, elderly units would not be 
included, 


8. The number of units for low-income 
families would be reduced to 50 units of 
low income interspersed with other 
moderate income units. 


The City Attorney felt that the Com- 
mission could still negotiate with Mr. 
Schafer, but Commissioners did not feel 
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Mr. Schafer would still continue until a 
decision is made. 


The staff is instructed to get together 
with the City Attorney and write a letter 
to Mr. Schafer, sending copies to the Mayor 
and Council.
